AMA Rule On 16 Year Olds 


Over two and a half years ago CYCLE NEWS published a guest editorial concem- 
ing the problem of special rules for the protection and development of youthful motor- 
cycle racers. Today, controversy rages over this issue and the question has been 
brought into sharp focus by recent action of the AMA Competition Congress that will 
preclude riders under the age of 16 from participating in speed contests. 

The Author of this editorial, Mr. R.L. Sprayberry, has said that he feels that it 
is not too late to set down mules that would be acceptable to the AMA and to all the 


riders as well, 


Because of its timeliness we are reprinting Mr. Sprayberry’s views. However, 
CYCLE NEWS is receptive to divergent opinions and will serve as a sounding board 
for individuals who want to make their views known.

Beginners Need Rules 


By R. L. Sprayberry 


We all know there is a small aware- 
ness of the possibility of a serious ac- 
cident that can happen to a scrambles 
racer who is not even 12 years old, And 
what would be the consequences if one 
of these riders were hurt seriously or 
killed? Certainly there would be a 
thorough investigation of our district 
rules by news media and for the Coro- 
er’s report, 

We do not have any rules governing 
the size bike a rider may rideor the age 
he must be to race a powerful motor- 
cycle, Let us all take a deep look into 
this situation, There is a rule in the 
AMA regulations governing riders, that 
the referee or commissioner may not let 
a rider ride in a race if he doesn’t have 
the skill to ride, I have never seen this 
rule enforced and there are too many 
loopholes in it, The referee in Bakers- 
field may let him ride or the referee at 
Porterville may not let him ride. So we 
should have a set of rules put down for 
all to follow that are more workable, 
These rules would be set up and would 
not cost the clubs any extra trophies 
and should very easily be followed and 
fair to everyone, I have talked to almost 
all the parents of the 50cc bike riders 
hereabouts and we feel that the follow- 
ing type of rules would be very accept- 
able to all: 

A, Riders under the age of thirteen years 
will ride no larger a machine than an 
50cc (Bantamweight class), 

B.A rider may upon becoming fourteen 
elect to drop back one class when he 
moves up to the 100cc class (expert 
to amateur, amateur to novice). 

This should be allowed so the rider may 

gain experience because you are dou- 

bling the cc’s and adding a third more 
horsepower. I also feel that no rider 
under the age of fifteen should be al- 
lowed to ride in the 250ec class and at 

the age of fifteen only if he can give a 

proof of one year competition riding in 

the Bantamweight class or Amateur 
in the Bantam class at the age 

of seventeen (17), 


A, To qualify for the 250cc class the 
rider age fifteen to seventeen must 
have a combination of either one year 
experience in Bantam class or the 
status of Amateur in the Bantam class 
and must have proof of age on file. 

B. No rider will be allowed to ride the 
heavyweight class till he is seven- 
teen and has one year experience or 
amateur status in the Bantam or 
Lightweight class. At eighteen there 
may be no requirements, 

I truthfully feel there are too many par- 

ents in our district pushing their kids to 

ride beyond their ability and we fell the 
above rules would help eliminate the 
faults if enacted now. 


I would also like to see a rule about 
a new rider just goifig into competition, 
For the first few races a new rider has 
no idea of what is going on. I would like 
to see a rule stating that all new riders 
for their first three races start two lines 
back, This would eliminate overriding in 
the first corner, We have seen too many 
riders hurt because a new rider does not 
have the skill or ability to keep form 
overriding, The way this can be checked 
is the referee would sign the back of the 
new rider’s comp, card and there must 
be three signatures before they canhave 
a front row start, It would be therider’s 
responsibility to get his three signatures 
on his card, 

A.A new rider will start twenty (20) 
feet behind the last row of riders for 
three (3) races. He will then have the 
referee to sign the back of his card 
and must have three (3) signatures 
to start in the front row (or second 
row if there is one), It is the rider’s 
responsibility, not the referee’s to 
get the signatures, Also no rider will 
receive a plate number till he has 
completed his three (3) signed races, 
(This will help the starter to line up.) 

B. All minor riders will furnish a copy 
of birth certificate when applying for 
a competition card and these will be 
kept on file in the Commissioner’s 
Office. 

C. Owners or riders who falsify any 
records in the district will be subject 
to not less than six (6) months and 
not more than one(1) year suspension, 
To make the above suggested rules 

more workable, all riders could have an 

option to accept the new admendments 
or to ride under their present status and 
write a letter to the commissioner which 

option he prefers, Some riders have a 

great deal of money tied up in their ma- 

chines now, The new rules would make 
them illegal and we don’t want to place 
any hardships on any riders now racing, 

The 50cc class will not cause any 
more expense, trophies or create a new 
class, There will still have to be six to 
make a class as it has always been, The 
above rule will help create a larger 50cc 
class and this is where the young riders 
should be to gain experience. The 250cc 
rules will not increase or decrease the 
amount of trophies to be given, The main 
reason for the age limit is the rider 
should be strong enough and skilled to 
handle a bigger bike.

WORK WIN AT WESTLAKE

WESTALAKE, CAL. Nov, 30— Some 20,000 motocross fans crowded the rolling hills 
of Westlake Village to watch Arne Kring race his Husqvarna to a patchwork victory 
over a rough and dusty course in the seventh Inter-Am event. 

Kring, riding for Sweden’s Husqvarna team, built up his winning point total with 
consistant showings in all three motos but won only one of the races. Second overall 


was Maico rider Ake Jonsson, 


As if just to please the home town crowd, Southern California’s Gary Bailey came 
back up on form and barrelled his Greeves Griffon to a loudly applauded third overall. 
Bailey was undisputed fastest American at Westlake and was the first U.S. rider in 


all three motos. However, 


in the overall standings the lap times and number of 


completed laps were used to break the three way tie between Gary, Andy Roberton 
on the spanking new AJS, and Dave Bickers riding for CZ, Andy was awarded fourth 


and Dave brought home fifth. 





Fans lined the snow fences to watch the speed jumpers in the middle of the straightaway. 


Tim Hart was second American and 
sixth overall with his Montesa while 
Sweden’s Bengt Arne Bonn. rode the 
second AJS across for seventh. The first 
six finishers were each on a different 
make of motocross machine. 

As is often the case in motocrosses 
that are scored onpoints, some outstand- 
ing performances will go unnoticed by 
the results ledger. Bengt Aberg won the 
first and third motos but a dismal show- 
ing in the second race pushed him down 
to ninth in the finisher’s column, 

After the first moto was given a re- 
start, reportedly caused by spectators 
blocking the course, Ake Jonsson led 
Kring and Aberg. The three were running 
close together and as the trio began'to 
lap the slower traffic, Aberg passed both 
the leaders and pulled away for the win, 
Kring repassed Jonsson and took over 
second. 

Back in the pack Tim Hart was leading 
the Americans with Bailey, Jim Wilson, 
Jim Westand Barry Higgins giving chase, 
Bailey and Wilson zapped Hart while 
Higgins dropped back a few spots before 
he retired, never to be seen again. 

Higgins’s CZ quit and although he 
thought the mechanics might have re- 
paired it he elected to watch from the 
snow fence saying, ‘‘I can’t win anything

MAKE YOUR NEEDS KNOWN 


By Russ Sanford 


In our last article, I discussed the manner in which Senate Bill 684 renamed the 
California Riding and Hiking Trails Law as the Califomia Recreational Trials Act 
and for the first time, recognizes recreational vehicles as users of trail systems and 
park areas. Unfortunately, this doesn’t mean that the state is going to change the rid- 
ing and hiking designation of any existing trail or trail system. It only means that, 
henceforth, the needs and requirements of the vehicular user will be given considera- 
tion in the planning and development of new parks and trails. It is up to us, the users 
of such areas, to make our wants and needs known and these are the steps to follow. 


First, there must be group representa- 
tion, To form a group, it is only neces- 
sary for one person to step forward and 
say that this area (city, county, region, 
etc.) needs a trail or park facility, He 
must take stock of the other motorcycle 
clubs and organizations in that specific 
area and solicit their aid. The best ap- 
proach is to form a steering committee 
with representation from these other 
clubs and organizations (take care to 
include representation from the inde- 
pendents). Get together often and discuss 
your total needs even though your pur- 
poses may be different, Keep accurate 
records of whom and how many persons 
are represented by the group. 

Next, develop your. plan, The plan 
should be comprehensively developed in 
terms of total need rather than area 
availability. By this, I mean that you 
should look at the needs of your total 
group. If you have riders that want to 
climb hills, riders that want to travel 
trails, riders that want to practice flat- 
tracking, etc., don’t exclude their re- 
quirements just because you have doubts 
that such an area can be made available. 
Don’t sell yourself short; plan for ex- 
pansion because motorcycling is an ex- 
panding form of recreation, Don’t over- 
look picnic, parking, and sanitation facil- 
ities in your planning. The plan should 
be looked upon as a model of an ideal 
situation. 

Next, gather statistics. In addition to 
your group records that you have main- 
tained, contact the DMV todetermine the 
number of motorcycle registrations in 
your area, Visit your local bike shops 
and get their opinions of ratios of regis- 
tered bikes to total bikes. If you can, 
determine the ratio of licensed riders to 
total riders, Send out inquiry forms to 
fellow riders, Determine the miles rid- 
den per rider per year, Determine the 
ayerage dollars spentper year on motor- 
cycling. Once you have these statistics 
at your disposal, you will be amazed at 
what can be done with them. 

Now, contact the appropriate govern- 
mental agency, The appropriate agency 
is determined by the area in which you 
wish to operate, It may be city, county, 
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PENTON Motorcycles 
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317 North Victory Boulevard, 
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state, U.S, Forest Service, Bureau of 
Land Management, etc.Set up an appoint- 
ment and have your spokesman present 
your plan, Use your statistics to support 
the plan. An effective way to do this 
would be to have your spokesman follow 
these simple steps, 

A, Introduce himself by name, mailing 
address, and telephone number (for 
future contact), 

B. State the group interest which he 
represents. 

C. State the size of the group in numbers. 

D. State the number of registered voters 
in the group. 

E. State the total value of equipment 
owned by the group, 

F. State the estimated sales taxes paid 
by the group for their equipment. 

G, State the number of miles traveled by 
the total group each year. 

H, State the estimated gallons of gas 
used by this equipment and the sales 
tax derived by these sales, 

I. Inform them of the revenues being 
spent outside of their area because of 
of non-existent facilities in the area, 

J. Inform them of the rapid growth of 
motorcycling. 

K. State the number of riders in your 
group who are too young to ride on the 
streets and must resort to acts of 
trespass on vacant lots, school yards, 
parking aprons, etc. 

L. Show them your plan, Explain what it 
provides and how it will work. 

M.Ask them to consider your need but 
let them find an area that suits your 
needs. 

N. Offer your continued assistance in the 
development and maintenance of the 
facility. 

But, above all, let them know that you 
are sincere; that you are devoted to your 
cause; and that yours is a real problem 
that you are bringing to their attention, 
possibly for the first time. Be coopera- 
tive: not demanding! 

You will undoubtedly be surprised at 
the cooperation you will receive, if your 
plan is well thought out and presented 
with sincerity. You will undoubtedly find 
doors opening to you that you hadn’t 
thought possible. Remember, that these 
people are public servants — inthe sense 
that they are there to serve the public — 
the total public. They recognize that they 
must serve the total public; not just the 
majority, but the group interests as well, 

From this point on, you can only play 
it by ear. Don’t relax for a moment, 
though. Keep in constant contact; keep 
your needs before them, If youare asked 
to do something, do it immediately and 
report back with the results and let them 
know that you are ready for the next task, 
In this way, youcanprove your sincerity, 

If all of this sounds like a lot of work, 
you must remember that very few of us 
get anything merely for theasking.If you 
really want what you are asking for, you 
won’t mind the blood, sweat, and tears 
and can take that much more satisfaction 
in its eventual achievement, 

One final thought; don’t overlook the 
possibility of asking for ‘‘outside’’ help. 
Several of the more progressive counties 
in this state have already been approach- 
ed and have either areas or plans in de- 
velopment at this time. You should be 
able to profit from their experiences,

Although the vast majority of the 1970

The 175cc Enduro was first introduced 
a year ago along with the 125cc to join 
the opopular 250cc Enduro, It was an 
immediate success and the supply never 
caught up with the demand for this popular 
single cylinder five-speed machine, 

Many new features have been added to 
the 175 that will be a brilliant green for 
1970, The size remains the same — 
larger than the 125, smaller than the 250, 

The rest of the Yamaha motorcycle 
line for 1970 will be introduced at the 
annual Dealers Meeting in Las Vegas on 
January 19th and 20th. The 175, which 
is now available, will be on afirstcome, 
first serve basis as long as fhey last,

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Russ Darnell Looks At Euro 
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Russ Darnell may well be the American best qualified to provide insights into the style and 
techniques of the professional European motocross racers. Here, Russ (number 24) is shown 


racing with Arne Kring, fellow Husqvarna team member and 1969 World Champion.

Since the first appearance of the Euro- 
pean Motocross stars in this country, 
American riders and equipment have 
progressed along way. But the Europeans 
still trounce us badly on the race cir- 
cuits. The answer to the question, 
“Why”, is what this article is about. 

First, everybody said the European 
champions are factory sponsored riders, 
so of course their bikes are much fast- 
er. Bull! When these guys come to the 
U.S, they come for a vacation, so they 
bring mostly standard bikes because they 
don’t want to spend any time working on 
them between races, Too much emphasis 
is placed on the machines here, We are 
beaten by professional motocross riders 
from Europe, and NOT by their bikes, I 
would be willing to bet that if all our 
foreign friends were put on 125cc ma- 
chines, they would still beat us if we 
rode 500’s, This is not an easy admis- 
sion for me, because I race against them, 

American motocross has evolved 
quite a ways up to now, but the differences 
between ‘‘them’’ and ‘‘us’’ are still ap- 
parent. Take the matter of appearance, 
for instance, I will use the Swedish 
Husqvarna Team as anexample, because 


I travel with them and am more familiar 
with their routine, The Swedes arrive at 
the track on race day, and they are almost 
always dressed alike, They all wear the 
zippered coveralls that are sopopular in 
Europe. These coveralls don’t make you 
go any faster of course, but all the 
racers in Europe wear them because 
they have a wide variety of uses, 

The one-piece suit has elastic at the 
legs and cuffs so they are perfect to 
wear for muddy races, I have three 
pairs so I can just change before each 
leg of a motocross if it rains, You can’t 
ride hard unless you are comfortable, 
and these suits contribute a lot to rider 
comfort. Their primary use is keeping 
your clothes clean while working on your 
bike, but I sometimes work out in mine 
as well. Torsten Hallman told me that 
many people asked about this type of 
suit at last year’s Inter-Am Series, so 
his partner Lars Larssen is nor import- 
ing them to this country for sale. 

Aside from appearnce, the Europeans 
are different in many other ways. In the 
field of cycle preparation and between- 
race maintenance they far outclass the 
Americans, When their machines are

rolled out of the truck in. the pits, they 
are ready to go, No pre-race, hurried 
mechanical work is necessary. Between 
motos each bike undergoes the following 
process: the chain is oiled, cables, 
spokes, axles, handlebars, tires, con- 
trols, and forks are checked, fuel is 
topped off, shocks inspected, and the 
bike is cleaned as much as possible, 
When the machine is ready, each rider 
cleans his helmet and goggles, changes 
into a fresh set of coveralls or clean 
riding shirt and he is then prepared for 
the next leg of the race. The American 
riders are just beginning to catch onto 
this necessary motocross preparation. 

In the race itself, people watch the 
foreign flyers, and their minds fall out! 
The riders are psyched out. ‘‘Howcan we 
ever hope to stay with these Gods of 
motocross?’’, is the common. wail, I 
gotta tell you the answer. It’s simple. 
Man, there ain’t no way you can go like 
they can,..yet! It takes time to develop 
riders of their caliber, Now, let me try 
to clear up another myth, The guys we 
see are the best the world has to offer, 
Not all the European riders go like the 
ones that come to the Inter-Am races, 

Our best American riders can go to 
Europe and compete fairly well at an 
International level. Grand Prix racing 
is another matter, I would say that with- 
in two years though, we will have riders 
capable of scoring G.P. points. To do 
that one must finish in the top ten at a 
Grand Prix event. 

The European Motocross riders do not 
go faster because of greater courage 
either, Far from it. If raw courage had 
anything to do with it, several of our 
U.S. boys would be World Champions 
tomorrow! In general, people don’t give 
the Europeans enough credit for what 
they really have: balance, timing, con- 
ditioning, and experience, Experience is 
the key word. European Motocross has 
been developing for twenty-five years, 
We have had only three or four years of 
it at the most. I think we do pretty well 
in spite of what/who we are up against, 

We are developing riders now, and in 
the future years I’m sure we will be able 
to do much in the Inter-Am International 
races,

In California there are more than 
417,000 registered motorcycles in use, 
more than four times the number of 
those in any other state, 


According to the National Safety Coun- 
cil the death rate per 100,000,000 miles 
for motorcycles is dropping, In 1967 the 
figure was 25 deaths for every 
100,000,000 miles ridden and in 1968 the 
rate slowed down to 23. 

The most important factor, of course, 
is the phenomenal increase in motor- 
cycle ownership and more extensive use 
of cycles, This year the cycle industry 
expects to sell more thatn 415,000 units, 
The number of motorcycles inthe United 
States may exceed 2,000,000 during 1970. 

In most cycle-car accidents the auto 
driver exclaims, “ʻI never saw himp’ 
And, the officers of the Los Angeles 
Police Department say they believe the 
car drivers. The LAPD operates the 
largest fleet of motorcycles in the world, 
with officers often running up more than 
4,000 miles in a month, 

The LAPD is most concerned with the 
factor of the cyclist himself, 

«We always assume that the auto driv- 
er does not see us, particularly atinter- 
sections, where most auto-versus-cycle 
accidents occur,” testifies Sergeant Ce- 
cil White, who heads the LAPD motor- 
cycle training school, 

The theme of the instruction course 
for motorcycle officers is that the safe 
cyclist must be even more alert indriv- 
ing than the motorist and that he must 
not only think and forsee for himself, but 
also for the motorist. 

«We teach our motor officers to ride 
at least a block ahead of themselves,” 
declared Sergeant White. ‘‘They are 
trained never to ride into a space if they 
cannot see their way clear to ride out of 
it — even if a motorist should suddenly 
cut them off,’’ 

«We never pass between the curb 
lane traffic and the curb, That’s an area 
in the driver’s blind spot, There is al- 
ways the danger that a motorist will 
make a right turn into a driveway, alley, 
or just pull over to the curb to park,” 

When passing between vehicles that 
are stopped at signals or other stops, we 
teach our officers to do so very slowly 
and watch any movement inside the 
automobile, Passengers sometimes open 
doors without going to the trouble of 
looking.” 

Helmets, are a mustfor cycle officers. 
Other protective clothing includes glass- 
es, leather gloves, and leather shoes. 

In training those selected for the six- 
week course, LAPD school course starts 
out with the most elementary lessons 
and gradually moves up into the more 
accelerated phases of cycling. 

«The successful recruit learns that he 
and his motorcycle are as one and he 
accelerates, brakes, and shifts his body 
weight with his bike,” 

Defensive driving is stressed through- 
out an officer’s training and operations, 
His safety in cycling is primarily a 
matter of keeping out of an accident, 

When an officer is involved inanacci- 
dent, he must face a trial board, which 
studies every aspect of theaccident, The 
question that he must always answer is: 
What did you do toprevent the accident?”’ 
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2'4 MILLION MOTORCYCLES 


The Department of Transportation’s 
Federal Highway Administration esti- 
mated today that motor-vehicle regis- 
trations in the United States will total 
104,702,000 by the end of the year, an 
increase of 3,662,887 over the

Debbie had her beginning about a year 
ago when she was watching her brother, 
Richard, race at Dehesa, There were 
three girls in the competition that spark- 
ed Debbie’s interest, Soon she was ask- 
ing her parents if she could race, That 
Christmas a new bike stood beside the 
lighted tree for Debbie. 

She practiced then for two months, 
Finally on February 2, Debbie Sanders 
made her debut at Encinitas where she 
raced a 50 mile motocross against nine 
girls and came in fifth. 

By October Debbie was ready to re- 
ceive her yellow plate. She won all three 
motos at Saddleback that month while she 
was the only Novice competing, After that 
race, Debbie was an Amateur, 

The next time she appeared at Perris, 
Nov. 8, was Debbie’s first time out with 
her new yellow plate, And that was the 
night of the accident. 

It was an especially cool night so the 
engines were running fast, The previous 
night’s rain had made the track extra 
slippery. 

Debbie was riding in the middle of the 
pack on the straightaway, going into the 
jump, when a rider popped a wheelie, 
went off the track, then tried to come 
back but hit the man in front of Debbie, 
Being surrounded, Debbie couldn’t avoid 
hitting the downed bike. 

Her mother, observing from the side- 
lines, said ‘‘all we saw were two boides 
and one blue bike (Debbie’s) fly into the 
air,’’ Six bikes went down in the accident, 
but only three people were directly in- 
volved, 

Debbie was knocked unconscious, and 
ended up with a broken collar bone and 
left big toe, and four loose front teeth. 

When her doctor, a man sympathetic 





to motorcycling, asked her if she would 
give up racing after the accident, Debbie 
replied, a negative “Un Uh!” although 
she was still unable to talk. 

Debbie had to spend two weeks out of 
school while she mended, 

With all the hard knocks she has taken 
from racing, you might think that Debbie 
would stop being so enthusiastic about 
it. Not so, She’s still full of spirit. She 
said, ‘I do try to look out for myself, 
but I just enjoy racing so much, I don’t 
really fear it, And,” she continued, ‘T1 
just keep on going until I lose interest, 
but I think that will be a long time.” 

Debbie’s parents support their daugh- 
ter’s first love, Mrs, Sanders explained, 
“We would rather have them (Debbie and 
Richard) race than get involved in drugs 
or something.’’ The Sanders enjoy mo- 
torcycling as a family affair, 

Her friends also show interest in what 
she’s doing, Debbie said that no one 
seems to have a bad impression of her 
racing, The boys just didn’t believe her 
at first; they thought that she was trying 
to get attention, But when the boys saw 
her picture in the paper, "they had to 
believe that,’’ Debbie said, 

What is especially amusing is the male 
racers’ reaction to their little female 
competitor, Debbie said that the "guys 
kind of watch out for me.” She doesn’t 
wobble, according to the boys, so they 
don’t have any trouble getting around her, 

Debbie will be among the many young 
people under 16 to be affected by the new 
AMA ruling, She, too, will be barred 
from AMA races ‘‘where speed is a 
determining factor. She said that, when 
the rule goes into effect, she will have to 
race with the CMC or just race Perris 
at night,

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Legislative Notebook

There is a saying among motorcycle 
people that if you have motorcycles long 
enough you’re sure to have one stolen, 
There is also a prevalent notion that 
there is nothing much that anyone cando 
to prevent’ motorcycle theft and there is 
less chance to retrieve one which has 
been taken, All evidence indicates that 
these pessimistic opinions are true, 

Insurance rates indicate this, Motor- 
cycle insurance is exorbitant. Conse- 
quently few motorcycles are insured. 
Motorcycle theft is usually a private 
problem, Were it the problem of insur- 
ance companies youcan restassured that 
changes would have been made already. 
Many of the developments which have 
lessened auto theft were at the instigation 
of insurance companies, 

The DMV unintentionally encourages 
the situation. A motorcycle may be re- 
gistered or transferred with no inspec- 
tion, No one checks the machine against 
the pink slip to see if the description 
agrees with the bike or if the numbers 
have been altered, With the present ar- 
rangement (in California at least) noone 
ever compares motorcycle and registra- 
tion except the officer who stops you to 
give you a ticket. It is not reasonable to 
expect law enforcement people to solve 
this problem unless every rider wants 
to be stopped every few miles, 


The favorite pastime of many motor- 
cycle owners, the constant alteration of 
the machine, has unwittingly created a 
continuing demand for illicit parts, The 
customizing fad creates some beautiful 
machines and it also creates a lucrative 
market for stolen motorcycles. 

How sharply thefts are influenced by 
customizing is indicated by automobile 
thefts. Over all the percentage of auto 
thefts has been downward over recent 
years. The thefts of the types of autos 
which are used in the creation of dune 
buggies has risen sharply. These cars, 
like the stolen motorcycle, simply dis- 
appear from the face of the earth, They 
are able to vanish into that vast graveyard 
known as off-road vehicles.,,vehicles 
which need never be registered or check- 
ed again, 

Law enforcement people, when asked 
about the theft problem, throw up their 
hands, ‘‘Even if we catch a motorcycle 
thief nothing usually happens to him.” 
And it is true the penalties are not very 
great, 

One of the first solutions usually pro- 
posed to any problem is stiffer penalties. 
Yet experience has proved that making 
the crime harder to commit and less 
profitable has always been a more satis- 
factory solution, 

There are a number of ways to make

a motorcycle harder to steal, Some have 
tried, Ignition and fork locks deter a 
walk-away. Heavy chains hinder more 
serious efforts. Perhaps we should go 
back to the hitching posts.,,steel ones set 
in concrete to which a motorcycle could 
be chained, 

However, if anyone wants your bike he 
will probably get to it whatever you do. 
And once it is stolen it takes only min- 
utes to make it unrecognizable. It will 
never be possible to eliminate this quick- 
change quality of the motorcycle but it 
can be made legally more difficult. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Next week Barbara 
Adams Dahm’s Legislative Notebook 
will look into the possibilities of using 
national off-road registration to make 
motorcycle theft less frequent.

Hamilton sees the Fred C, Niles pro- 
duction as an opportunity to make a 
‘different kind of motorcycle movie, One 
with plenty of action, and also showing the 
human side, with a message.” 

“Motorcycles are of prime importance 
nowadays,” the dark, handsome movie 
star continued, ‘‘They’ve always been 
interesting, and now, with the feeling of 
frustration and lack of space in the 
cities, they’ve become an important 
means of releasing frustration. Every 
kid’s a superman in his own back yard,” 

“Evel is far beyond being justa stunt- 
man,’’ Hamilton went on, ‘‘Regular stunt- 
men take their hats off to him, His only 
competitor is himself, We hope to make 
“Color Me Lucky’? as an art motion 
picture combined with a commercial 
picture,’ 

Knievel elaborated on the themes of 
the movie, ‘‘It will show that crime does 
not pay, even if you don’t get caught and 
sent to prison, as I didn’t, Everyone has 
to answer to that old man upstaris. It 
will also illustrate my reasons for quit- 
ting professional motorcycle racing, be- 
cause you can’t make enough money at 
it, as things are now, to make a living.

Don’t ask Jim Parks where he’s been 
lately - unless you've got nothing to do 
but listen for the next week or so. 

Parks, rugged, 26-year-old Burbank, 
Calif, adventurer fresh out of the ‘‘Easy 
Rider’’ mold, recently completed per- 
haps the most grueling and certainly one 
of the longest motorcycle odyssies on 
record, It wasa 43,000-mile voyage from 
Capetown, South Africa through the Mid- 
dle East, Europe, on to Soviet Russia 
and finally home to California, 

The venture was sponsored by Kawa- 
saki Motor Corp., U.S, distributor for 
the Kawasaki motorcycle line, Champion 
Spark Plugs and Torco Oil, Parks rode 
a highly-modified and heavily beefed-up 
Kawasaki A7 350cc twin on his epic 
journey which took nearly five months 
to complete, 

“It was great, a real gas of a trip,’’ 
he recalled recently, “I toured Central 
and South America for Suzuki several 
years ago but this latest trip tops them 
all. Truthfully, I think I surprised even 
myself by completing it, I knew I could 
probably do it, but there were plenty of 
times along the way when I began having 
my doubts,”

Parks attributes much of the tour’s 
success to his Kawasaki cycle, ‘‘The 
bike held up beautifully,’’ he explained. 
“Fully loaded it weighed about 680 pounds 
and with me on there was an additional 
220-plus pounds, And I drove the cycle 
as hard as I could in areas where no 
motor-powered vehicle had ever before 
been, 

“After I left Cape Town, South Africa 
I would ride for hundreds of miles on 
hard rock paths carved out by oxen and 
water buffalo, The pounding I took was 
worse than anything I ever experienced 
on a cycle — it really tore me up inside 
— and often I would wonder whether the 
punishment I was taking was really worth 
it. But then I would say to myself, ‘you’ve 
got to keep driving,’ and I did.” 

Parks laughs when he recalls his 
African experiences. 

“All the natives were pretty friendly, 
although I did run into a few tribes that 
thought I must be some kind of bearded 
demon or devil. One guy even threatened 
to let me have it with his spear gun! But 
then his young son began examining the 
spokes of the wheel and he cooled down.’”’ 

One of the most difficult parts of the 
trip was crossing the desert through the 
Middle East at the beginning of summer, 

“I arrived in Algeria in late May and 
then rode west and north through Moroc- 





co and across the Strait of Gibraltar to 
Spain, It was so damn hot in that miser- 
able Sahara I figured I’d just collapse, 
You keep riding and riding and all you can 
think about is the heat, the humidity and 
how bloody thirsty you are. It was living 
hell.” 

` When Parks arrived in Paris, he was 
welcomed with open arms by the local 
Kawasaki distributor. 

‘But he wasn’t greeting me because of 
the publicity I was getting for him through 
my trip, He had heard that I wasa pretty 
good mechanic and he wanted me to work 
on his racing bikes which were entered 
in a major race that weekend,’ Parks 
said. 

As it turned out, with the young ad- 
venturer’s expert assistance, Kawasaki 
finished one-two at one of the Continent’s 
biggest motorcycle Grand Prix, 

Parks’ original plan was to leave 
France for England, then ride north to 
the Scandanavian countries where he 
would prepare for his trip to Moscow. 

I wangled a permit to travel to Mos- 
cow on a motorcycle from the Russian 
Embassy,” he said, ‘‘and I was going to 
be the first guy on a bike to ever enter 
the city that way.” 

*But when I finally arrived in Russia 
at Leningrad, the Soviet officials nixed 
the whole deal. They said it was some- 
thing like 800 miles between that city 
and Moscow and there was like no way of 
carrying enough fuel on the bike to make 
the trip, Of course there weren’tany gas 
stations along the route, Can youimagine 
„not a single filling station over that 
great a distance. What a country." 

Parks did manage several extra-cur- 
ricular oe in his lengthy travel 


the bike. 





including a press conference with noted 
heart surgeon Dr. Christian Barnard in 
Cape Town before he left; and an inter- 
view with Prime Minister Ian Smith of 
Rhodesia when he visited that nation, 

He almost was granted an audience 
with United Arab Republic president 
Nasser when he arrived in Cairo, but it 
turned out the chief executive was more 
preoccupied with the Israeli problem at 
the time. 

Another highlight of Parks’ monumen- 
tal adventure was getting married, 

“I met a beautiful British girl in Cape 
Town while I was there preparing for the 
trip and we fell in love and were mar- 
ried.” He offered his new bride a chance 
to participate with him on a 43,000-mile 
honeymoon trip but she politely declined 
the invitation. 

In Los Angeles, Kawasaki sales ad- 
ministration manager Swede Carlson, 
who was instrumental in helping set up 
the trip, termed Parks ‘‘resourceful as 
hell, He’s really quite a guy. To have 
managed to keep the bike going for as 
long as he did and with the extra-heavy 
load he carried required tremendous 
ingenuity.” 

“To show you how much he loves to 
ride,” Carlson continued, ‘‘when Parks 
found out in Leningrad that he couldn’t 
get to Moscow, he took off for Murmansk 
— which is in the Artic Circle at the 
very northeast tip of Finland,” 

To top off the trip right, when the 
traveling Californian got off the boat 
with his bike in New York he hopped right 
back on and rode home practically non- 
stop. 

“He was kind of anxious to make it 
back eo Carlson quipped,
